Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.— [Spe- 
clal.}~—Admiral E. W. Eberle, chief of 
naval operations, recelved a radiogram 
from the battleship Texas early this 
evening stating that the superdread- 
naught Washington, which the five 
power naval treaty required to be 
scrapped, was sunk nedr the southern 
Grill grounds off the ‘Virginia capes 
at 10:58 clock this morning by gun- 
fire. 

The Texas trained its fourteen inch 
guns on the Washington and sent it 


of the former German dreadtaught 
Ostfriesland and other German vessels 
sunk several years ago in the same 
vicinity by airplane bombers. 

Results Please the Navy. 

Admiral Eberie said tonight he is 
much pleased with the results of the 
tests. 

We are glad to have important in- 
formation of a technical and scientific 
nature,” Eberle said. “These tests 
began on Thursday of last week. On 
Thursday and Friday charges repre- 
senting bombs and torpedoes were ex- 
pleded around the hull. 

“ Some of the charges exploded were 
in the shape of 2,000 pound airplane 
bombs. They were not dropped from 
planes, but were placed in the water 
around the Washington. 

“Other charges represented the lat- 
est types of modern torpedoes, explod- 
ed in simulation of a torpedo attack.

“The next stage of the tests came 
on Sunday, when two planes dropped 
armor piercing bombs on the decks. 

“There was no gun firing against 
the Washington until today, when the 
first stage of the gun firing tests be- 
gan. Fourteen inch shells were used.
